Colorado potato bettles, or potato 
bugs as they are often called, have 


resulted in serious injury to potato 
crops in the prairie provinces. 


Most 


of the damage is done by larvae 


(young bugs) eating the leaves and 
even the stems. This inect can be 
controlled by spraying or dusting 
with a stomach poison. 

Calcium arsenate (arsenate of lime) 
arsenate of lead, or paris green may 
be used as a dust or a spray for this 
purpose. When good spraying equin- 
ment is available, spraying is more 
economica) than dusting for large 
fields. 

For the average potato patch the 
watering-can will do a satisfactory 
job. «In a two-gallon can of water 
place 6 heaping teaspoonsful of ar- 
senate of lime or arsenate of lead 
with 3 heaping teaspoonsful of flour 
or, 9 teaspoonsful of hydrated lime. 
Kéep the mixture well stirred while 
sprinkling it on the plants. The flour 
should be mixed in a thin paste with 
cold water before placing in the can 
or spray tank to avoid lumps. For 
large quantities, use 2 pounds of 
either arsenate in 40 gallons of water 
with 1 pound of flour or 3 pounds of 
hydrated lime. If paris green is to 
be employed, a quarter of a -pound 
is used with 20 gallons of water with 
half a pound of flour or 1'% pounds 
of hydrated lime. 

For dusting, mix 1 part of either 
arsenate of lime, arsenate of lead, or 
paris green with 15 parts (by vol- 
ume) of lime or cheap flour. This is 
mixed thoroughly, placed in a cheese 


cloth bag and shaken over the plants 


during calm weather in early morn-| 
ing or evening when the leaves are 
moist with dew. 

Piants should be examined care- 
fully and the first treatment given as 
soon as injury is evident. The ercp| 
should be Ye-exarmined at regular in- 
tervals as additional treatments may 
be necessary. These substances are 
active poisons and must be handled 
carefully and stored where animals 
or children cannot reach them

HOW TO POISON POTATO BUGS 


Farms Service, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, precautions should be 
taken to see that the liquid portion 
is not lost. In the stable, this in- 


cludes providing plenty of bedding 


, material to absorb-the liquid. Straw 


is probably the most satisfactory ma- 
terial and is available on most live 
stock farms. {if sufficient straw is 
not available, sawdust, fine shavings, 
peat moss or dried peat may be used. 
Superphosphate scattered thinly on 
the floors lessens the odors of the 
stable. absorbs some liquid and irn- 
proves the balance of plant food of 
the manure. All cracks or b 8 in 
the gutters should be repaired to 
avoid seepage through the floors. 


Hauling manure from the stable to 
the fielc’ and spreading it daily is a 
good practice, If manure spread on 
the field is subjected to warm, dry 
winds, much loss of nutrients may 
occur. It is recommended, therefore, 
that the manure be ploughed into 
the soil as soon as possible after 
spreading. 


It is sometimes desirable to store 
manure to kill weed seeds or to place 
it in u pile to prevent washing on 
sloping land or to meet some other 
contingency. When stored in this 
way, leaching by rain may remove 
large amounts of the soluble matter 
from the manure. Much of this loss 
can be avoided by building a well 
compacted heap on a relatively small 
base, The manure on the top will be 
leached but this will serve as a seal 
to prevent access of air to the lower 
layers. Keeping the pile compact and 
excluding air encourages fermenta- 
tion and retains fertility elements. A 
good method is to pile the manure on 
a concrete foundation with walls high 
enough to retain the liquid portion. 
Re-distributing the drained liquid 
over the pile helps to keep the man- 
ure moist and aids the fermentation 
process. Driving the team and wag- 
on over the pile or allowing animals 
to trample over it helps to keep it 
compact.

No single measure in reducing ty- 
phoid fever on a large scale ap- 
proaches the effect of substituting a 
safe for a polluted water supply. 

Milk-borne typhoid is always due 
to the use of raw milk and there is 
no other. single measure which acts 
as 80 sure a preventive as pasteuriza- 
tion when properly carried out. There 
is no recorded instance of the occur- 
rence of typhoid coming from proper- 
ly pasteurized milk. The milk is us- 
ually contaminated on the farm from 
a case or carrier of the germ. Fresh 
milk products, such as cream, butter, 
ice cream, buttermilk or fresh cheese 
may contain the germ and spread 
the disease. 

The common house fly lives, breeds 
and feeds in faecal matter and is a 
common spreader of typhoid. The 
infection may come from soiled linen, 
blankets and other objects. It may 
be gained from close association with 
persons ill of the disease. 

Typhoid vaccine is a useful pre- 
ventive. The soldiers in the last war
